m anufacturers, 
how ever, 
declined to com m ent im m ediately 
on the effect of increased steel 
prices.

Clifford F. Hood. U. S. Steel 
president, said the price hike will 
be put into effect as soon as cost 
production lists can be prepared.: 
T hat is expected to take only a few j 
days. 
B asic carbon steel, the cheapest 
grade m ade, is* now selling for $120 
a ton a t the m ill. 
M ost of the nation's big steel 
producers a re expected to fall in 
line quickly and announce price 
Increases sim ilar to U.S. S teers. 
L ast y ear the industry boosted 
the price of steel $4 a ton after 
signing an agreem ent with the CIO 
United Steel W orkers giving w ork­ 
ers an 
cents an hour pay hike.

Seven Weird Objects Follow 
British Plane For 80 Miles 


LONDON, Ju ly I UP— A m erican 
id B ritish air force intelligence 
ricers today studied reports that 
ven w eird flying black objects 
llowed a B ritish airliner for 80 
iles last night n ear Goose Bay, 
abrader. 
C apt. Ja m e s Howard, pilot of a

indon, said the objects vanished 
lien an A m erican fighter plane 
ime up to investigate. Howard, 33, 
om Bristol, is one of B ritain’s 
ost experienced A tlantic captains. 
The story of w hat he and his 
ew and som e of the passengers 
portedly saw 19,000 feet over the 
Cantic, is told in these ex tracts 
om H ow ard’s log book: 
“ At 0105 GMT on June 30 about 
0 nautical 
m iles southw est of 
Dose B ay, height 19,000 feet, flj’- 
g in clear w eather above a layer 
low cloud, noticed on our port 
lam a num ber of dark objects at 
^proxim ately the sam e altitude as 
ir aircraft, i drew the attention 


of the first officer to them . He said 
he had ju st noticed them also. 
“ I jokingly said they rem inded 
m e of flak bursts. He agreed. It 
then becam e ap p aren t th at they 
w ere m oving along on a track 
roughly parallel to ours and keep­ 
ing station with us.’’ 
Goose approach, in reply to a 
query, told the first officer there 
w ere no aircraft in the area. It 
was 0107 GMT. The log continued- 
“ D uring this tim e the shape of 
the large object changed slightly, 
also the position of the sm aller 
ones relative to the big one. Some 
moved ahead, som e behind. The 
first officer then told Goose Bay 
w hat we w ere w atching and they 
said they would send a fighter to 
investigate. 
“ All who w atched the objects are 
sure th a t the large one, at any 
rate, w as no sort of winged air­ 
craft. The sm all ones w ere just 
dots. They left no vaoor trails, no 
lights w ere seen, ju st black sil­ 
houettes.”

The “ dry and decent" stage is 
based on a level of between 0 and 
.1 per cent of alcohol in the blood, 
according to Dr. Lewis P. Giindrv, 
associate professor of medicine at 
the University of Maryland.

He goes up to a level of between 
.1 and .2 per cent of alcohol in 
his blood.

“ These people are not free from 
errors in driving automobiles." Dr. 
Gundry told his colleagues in the 
current issue of the Maryland State 
Medical Journal. 
He cited driving tests in which 
a group of drivers given three or 
four bottles of beer performed 20 
per cent worse after they had re­ 
freshed themselves than they did 
before drinking the beer.

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Bikinians Moved From Atoll Say U.S. Breaks Its Promises 


By W ILLIA M J. WAUGH 
K IL I, Marshall Islands (AV-This 
Is the “ Island of Hungry People.’* 
The inhabitants are Bikinians— 
200 Marshallese whose home atoll 
of Bikini was taken over eight 
years ago for testing of atomic 
weapons. 
“ When big waves come in we say 
Kili just like calaboose.” said their 
leader. “ We say it is a jail and 
hunger place.” 
Ever since they left home, the 
leader said, his people have seen 
‘‘promises vanish.” 
Jiboj, No. 2 man in the village, 
observed: 
“ Our clothes are falling off and 
we are hungry. We look up to you 
(the United States) to do some­ 
thing.” 
The first project to assist these 
people to adjust themselves was 
started only this year. An agricul­ 
tural project budgeted at $2,800, 
it is designed to give the Bikin­ 


ians crops of taro, an edible root. 
It will be at least a year 
before 
the project starts producing food. 
Using hand knives 
and three 
axes, the Marshallese have cleared 
nine acres of dense tropical jungle 
as a start. Kili is a flat oval island 
of about 
120 acres, lushly over­ 
grown. 
These people’s old home, Bikini, 
is about IO times as big—an atoll 
of 36 islands surrounding a lagoon 
abounding in fish. Fishing was the 
primary occupation there. On Kili 
there is no fishing seven months 
out of the year, when high surf 
makes it almost impossible to land 
on the island. 
I am probably the first news­ 
paperman to visit Kili. The trip 
was made from Kwajalein aboard 
a motor vessel with Dr. Saul Ries- 
enberg, staff anthropoligist for the 
Trust Territory; Jack Tobin, dis­ 
trict anthropoligist, and Bud Howe, 
district agriculturist. It was the 


first time an American had called 
at Kili in six months. 
“ King” 
Juda, 
magistrate 
and 
leader of the Bikinians, said his 
people left Bikini March 18, 1946. 
They were 
moved to 
Rongerik 
atoll for two years. Hunger finally 
drove them from there and the 
U.S. Navy placed them tempo? ar- 
ily in the Kwajalein atoll. Most of 
their first dealings were with the 
Navy which, presumably, was an 
agent for the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission formed in 1946. In 1951 
the Marshalls were placed under 
control of the secretary of the in­ 
terior. 
With Tobin as interpreter, Juda 
was asked if his people were told 
anything when they left Bikini, He 
said: 
“ They said many things: ‘You 
(Bikinians) stand on big sand bank 
as children of America. We can 
never forget you. You gave up 
atoll so America can go ahead of 


everyone in world.* 
“ The 
Americans 
themselves 
gave me new name. They called 
me King Juda. They said anything 
need, come to Kwajaleii^ and they 
will give me.” 
Did he ever ask for anything? 
“ Yes,” he said. “ Went to Kwa­ 
jalein when hungry and they did 
not give me food after they prom- 
| ised. After I went back to Ronger­ 
ik, Mason (Dr. Leonard Mason of 
the University of Hawaii) came 
and saw we were suffering. Then 
they took us to Kwajalein and they 
gave two papers to us for voting 
for Kili or Wotto.” 
Wotto is a 
small 
atoll west- 
northwest of Kwajalein. Juda said 
there were 30 persons on Wotto, 
and although his people would have 
half the island they would be under 
the rule of the Wotto people. 
“ We refused. We wanted be by; 
, ourselves. That is reason we chose 
Kili.” 


Juda said the health of his peo­ 
ple is “ very bad.” Much of the 
time the only food is coconuts or 
copra 
(dried coconut meat). 
Tobin said the Navy sent in sup­ 
plementary food supplies while it 
was responsible for the Bikinians. 
Since then, he said, the Trust Ter­ 
ritory has given some emergency 
supplies to the people during the 
rough water season. Once a plane 
made a food drop “ but it was not 
very successful.” 


Maynard Neas, 
acting district 
administrator for the Marshall Is­ 
lands, said the supply ship had 
given food to the Bikinians on sev­ 
eral occasions. He said that when 
it was too rough to land, the food 
packages were thrown over the 
side. Natives would battle their 
way through 15 and 20 foot comb­

Two-Year Lead 
Can Be Lost 


It was as if there were telepathic relationships 
between Moscow and Quantico, Va. 
At Quantico, 
where civilian and uniform ed defease officials were 
gathered for their second annual conference, Assist­ 
a n t Secretary of Defense Donald A. Quarles issued a 
w arning th at the gap between the United States and 
Russia in the field of weapons progress is narrow er 
th an a year ago. This implies th a t Russia’s pace has 
increased, or th a t this country’s has slackened. 
Meanwhile in Moscow Russia’s greatest air show 
was being held, and W estern observers noted several 
new types of planes and an impressive display of 
aerial competence on the p art of the pilots. The im ­ 
pression m ade on the m ilitary attaches of the W est­ 
ern nations echoed the thoughts of Quarles, who a 
few hours previously had told the top m ilitary brass 
th a t Russia had become a “worthy com petitor.” 
Quarles’ estim ate of the narrowing gap between 
the prowess of this country and th at of Russia in the 
arm s race was later watered down by Defense Secre­ 
tary Wilson, who said th a t it w asn’t so m uch th a t the 
gap was narrowing as th a t “we have a better under­ 
standing of w hat th a t gap is.” He confirmed Quarles’ 
estim ate of Russian ability by noting th a t “we now 
know th a t Russia, with its satellites, has the capa­ 
city to do everything we have done here.” 
It is clear th a t the well being of the U nited States 
Is in direct relation to the weapons advantage this 
country holds over Russians. 
Though unprincipled 
and singleminded, not all Russians are stupid. They 
will sta rt their direct aggression against America 
w hen the gap has narrow ed to the extent th a t they 
feel a lightning bloyv can wipe out this country’s ad ­ 
vantage. 
Young Americans should be urged to undertake 
scientific and engineering careers, fields in which 
Russia has m ade great strides, aided in p art by a 
regim ented educational system, Wilson said. He noted 
th a t half the scientists in this country are working 
directly or indirectly for the government. In Russia 
all scientists work for the government. 
A tw o-year lead—current estim ate of this coun­ 
try ’s m ilitary advantage — Is n o t great. It indicates 
th a t m istak e s, lapses and p re o c c u p a tio n s w ith other 
m atters than the nation’s well being could prove fatal.

Safety In Minerals 


Senator G eorge M alone of N evada is the only profes­ 
sional engineer in the United States Senate and therefore 
he brings into th at body a point of view which if very dif­ 
ferent from th a t of the law yer. An engineer is trained to 
deal with facts without poetic license; a law yer is trained 
to defend a thesis or to advocate a cause. 
The problem th at faces M alone's com m ittee is: p re­ 
cisely w hat is the situation of the United States with re­ 
g ard to m inerals, m etals and other strategic m aterials. 
T his com m ittee has produced a trem endous volum e of 
technical data, difficult to read at tim es but all of it ex­ 
trem ely im portant. The assum ption has heretofore been 
th a t the United States w as short of certain strateg ic m ate­ 
rials which could only be m ade available by overseas 
com m erce which could be shut down swiftly in the event 
of w ar. 


According to the Malone report, 77 m inerals and 
m aterials, included in this report, are vital to the main­ 
tenance of the American economy and Its prowess as 
a military force. It lays down this finding absolutely: 
“The Western Hemisphere will be the only de­ 
pendable source of the critical raw m aterials in the 
event of an all-out world war. 
“ The delivery of any such critical m aterials to 
this nation across a major ocean during such a conflict 
will be highly ‘problem atical’.” 


This position is unquestionable in the nature of m odern 
w arfare. The oceans can be closed down until one pow er 
o r the other gains a total victory. The schnorkel sub­ 
m arine, the atom ic subm arine and the long-distance air­ 
plane m ake the ocean lanes of traffic unsuitable in w ar. 
T he Pacific O cean w as unsafe for the transportation of 
supplies of rubber and tin during World W ar II, w ith the 
resu lt th a t the United States w as forced to develop a 
synthetic rubber industry based on the B aruch R eport. 
It will be forgotten, of course, how Fiorello L a G uardia 
desp erately collected tin cans in the hope of m eeting the 
tin crisis, cans which eventually helped to fill the Je rse y 
m eadow s. 
The hope of m eeting future crises is in a hem ispheric 
cultivation of m ineral production and the m eans for the 
transportation of m inerals and their products w ithout the 
perils of the seas. The “ E urope F irst” attitude of the 
S tate D epartm ent resulted not only in the loss of China 
but also in the p artial abandonm ent of the Latin A m erican 
countries. 
This com m ittee lays em phasis on the im ­ 
portance of regarding 
the W estern 
H em isphere 
and 
cultivating its econom y as a unit. It says: 


“ It is im perative to the security of this nation 
and to the nations of the Western Hemisphere that 
they foster the greatest measure of self-sufficiency in 
the production of the critical materials. 
“ It is vital to our domestic welfare, economy and 
security that maximum economy production be main­ 
tained within our borders. 
“The Western Hemisphere can be defended. 
“ The Western Hemisphere can be 
made self- 
sufficient in the production of the critical m aterials 
which are essential in war and in peace.” 


In tim e of w ar. there will be no altern ativ e to self- 
sufficiency. Once the oceans a re closed down to com ­ 
m erce, we shall have to exist on w hat we have w ithin our 
ow n boundaries or w hat we have stockpiled or w hat we 
can bring to our sm elters and m ills from within the W est­ 
ern H em isphere. Much of our thinking on this subject 
h a s been based on the assum ption th at m any strateg ic 
m inerals and m aterials w ere available only in E urope, 
A sia or A frica. 
The com m ittee found: 


“ During the last two decades established pro­ 
curem ent practices have dangerously increased our 
dependence upon nations across major oceans for the 
critical materials without which this nation cannot 
■urvive. 
“ Evidence is conclusive that we have become 
dependent upon overseas suppliers across such major 
oceans for many of such critical m aterials. We must 
avoid dependence upon an overseas supplier to the 
extent that he could suddenly render us impotent by 
withdrawing supplies of critical m aterials during a 
world conflict, or could use such dependence as a 
political or economic bargaining lever.” 


The supply of m inerals and essential m a teria ls is 
the first task of w ar preparedness in this age.

Japan today unveiled its new reg­ 
ular air, sea and ground forces— 
nearly nine years after surrend­ 
ering in World War II.

Peoples counsel, 
during

examination of officials 
of the 
Cumberland 
and Allegheny Gas 
Company at the rate increase hear­ 
ing before the Public Service Com­ 
mission in Baltimore, attem pted 
yesterday to show that the pur­ 
chase price of a vast natural gas 
field at Terra Alta actually con­ 
tained hidden interest. 
Thomas B. Finan, city solicitor 
of Cumberland, who is battling the 
company's rate raise for the citi­ 
zens of Cumberland and vicinity, 
pointed out that CAA purchased the 
Terra Alta field for $4,000,000 with 
the purchase price being $1,500,000 
in cash and $2,500,000 in non-in­ 
terest-bearing notes, payable over 
a period of five years. 
•‘Hidden Interest” Claimed 
Along with Joseph Allen, peoples 
counsel for the PSC. Finan tried 
to establish that part of the pur­ 
chase price actually included hid­ 
den interest with such a device 
being used so that the purchase 
price would fall w ithin the capital 
gains taxes rather than the in­ 
terest on the unpaid balance being 
m ade subject to income taxes. 
Finan said the purchase price 
actually included the interest that i 
would have been paid over a period 
of years to Sne« and Eborley, own­ 
ers of 85 per cent of the Terra Alta ! 
field. 
By m aking the entire price fall 
w ithin the capital gains category j 
a substantial saving is made, Fin- j 
an said, as the income taxes on the I 
interest for the sam e amount would !
